Mr. R. Wilson (Farmers Party) said 
that the action of the Government was 
very wise in view of the fact that the 
joint stock banks had refused to come to 
the aid of the farmers.

I see no reason why, by combined 
publicity and large scale marketing, 
much of the energy and wealth at 
present dissipated in a number of in- 
dividual efforts should not be put to 
more profitable use, and be made to 

bring in a larger return. 

Every. decrease in the purchasing power of 
our customers means a decrease in our 
sales, and whether we are engaged in 
manufacture or in distribution, busi- 
ness is bound to be hit. 

By far the greatest portion of our. export 
trade is with Great Britain—she buys 
83 per cent. of our total exports. It 
is encouraging, therefore, to observe 
that expert opinion foreshadows an in- 
dustrial revival in Great Britain, and 
we may look forward to increasing our 
sales to her in proportion. : 

Our adverse balance of trade appears to 
have reached its peak point. 

Every penny by which we reduce the 
adverse balance is so much the more 
available for the development of home 
resources and the extension oí em- 
ployment here. : 

Something like eighty new factories have 
been opened since 1922, the bulk of 
which commenced operations during 
the last two years. A number of them 
are substantial and afford very con- 
siderable employment. 
the production side we need greater 
effort, harder work, closer attention to 
detail, better organisation—above all, 
good value. On the distribution side 
—co-operation in maintaining superior 
quality and continuity of supply, 
organisation and combination in ad- 
yertising, in transport, in storing and 
in marketing. 

What is wanted for both worker and 
employer alike is a more intimate and 
exact knowledge of modern methods 
of organisation and production; 
knowledge of the progress that has 
been made abroad, and the applica- 
tion of this knowledge to industry 
here. 

Under the Housing Acts in the last two 
years about 4,600 houses have been built 
by private owners, which represents 
an investment in the neighbourhood 
of £2,000,000. 

Bank deposits are now almost 2.8 times

SIR W. H. GOSCHEN ON THE 
NEW NOTES. 


Presiding in London yesterday at the 
meeting of the Provincial Bank of Ire- 
land, Sir W. H. Goschen said that the 
earnings of the bank had been well main- 
tained, in spite of various adverse factors 
during the half-year, prominent amongst 
them being the disappointing results as 
regarded prices for a bountiful harvest 
and the far-reaching effects of the coal 
strike, which paralysed business for 
several months. Unremunerative prices 
had discouraged enterprise in agriculture, 
though a more hopeful spirit marked the 
opening of the year. There were gratify- 
ing results in regard to beet production, 
and the reports of the last few days re- 
specting the beet factory gave promise of 
profitable development. 

Referring to the currency question, Sir 
William said time had not allowed his 
colleagues or himself to make a critical 
examination of Report No. 1, which con- 
tained provisions for inaugurating a new 
currency system in the Free State, upon 
lines which the Commission are wisely 
insistent shall be based on British ster- 
ling as the standard of value. The re- 
distribution of the new issues and the in- 
creased annual charges thereon would 
have an important bearing upon their 
business, but obviously he could not speak 
with any certainty as to that until the 
new Bank Act had been passed by the 
Dail and its provisions definitely known. 
He ventured to hope, however, after the 
observations of Mr. Blythe, that they need 
not contemplate any important departure 
from the sound and businesslike recom- 
mendations of the reports of the Commis- 
sion. These reports contained much that 
was admirable in conception, and gave 
evidence throifghout of skilful preparation 
and careful investigation of the subjects 
in hand.

STATEMENT ISSUED 

WASHINGTON. 
“Tue TIMES” CORRESPONDENT. 

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

The statement, which sets forth ‘ the 
position of the Department of State’’ on 
Chinese “ tariff autonomy and the re- 
linquishment of extra-territorial rights,”’ 
was made by Mr. Kellogg to-day, and 
was telegraphed in full to Mr. McMurray 
at Peking, for general ‘distribution in 
Peking, Shanghai, Hankow, and other 
points. 

There is nothing which had not been 
foreseen, and little, if anything, in the 
statement appears to indicate any cleavage 
between American official opinion and the 
British ‘memorandum of December last. 

The statement is not in the form of a 
reply to the memorandum, however, and 
is not thus concerned with possible minor 
divergencies. 

It affirms “ the willingness of the United 
States to deal with China in a most liberal 
spirit,” and supports this by a brief his- 
tory of the events which have followed the 
making of the Washington Treaty.

SETTLEMENT. 
FOREIGN OFFICE REPLY TO 
LABOUR. 

The National Joint Council, on behalf 
of the Labour movement, has passed a 
resolution deploring the flaunted military 
demonstration against the Canton Govern- 
ment as likely to thwart the policy of 
negotiation and amicable settlement of 
the Chinese question. A deputation, 
headed by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, put 
the views of the Council before Sir Austen 

Chamberlain yesterday. 

The Foreign Office, in a letter to the 
National Executive of the Labour Party, 
in reply to their communication to Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, says:— 

His Majesty’s Government have every 
desire to promote a friendly settlement of 
outstanding difficulties with the Chinese, and 
are ready to make liberal concessions as 
foreshadowed in the memorandum, if they 
find that the Chinese also. desire a friendly 
settlement, and are prepared to conduct con- 
versations with this object. 

The purpose of His Majesty’s Government 
is unhappily made more difficult of realisation 
by the internal dissensions which at present 
d:vide the Chinese, but His Majesty's 
Government are striving to overcome this 
difficulty, and will continue to seek a friendly 
settlement. But the disorders, which are the 
natural concomitant of civil war, and the 
dangers which they threaten to foreigners 
engaged in the legitimate and purely peaceful 
pursuits of commerce, oblige His Majesty's 
Government to take such steps as are 
necessary for the discharge of their primary 
duty of affording protection to the lives and 
persons of the Gritish nationals so engaged. 

The movement of troops, as announced in 
the Press, has only this purpose in view. 


POSITION IN THE DOMINIONS, 

AustraLia—The Federal Cabinet decided 
that it was unnecessary for the Common- 
wealth to take any action at present. No 
request for assistance in China has been 
received from Great Britain. 

Canapa—No suggestion has been made 
that Canada should participate in any 
military “expedition. Should active co- 
operation be requested, it is likely that 
the Government would seek the authority 
of Parliament before despatching. any 
troops, and this would be done only under 
the most urgent circumstances. 

Sourn Arrica—The National Executive 
Council of the South African Trade Union 
Congress has adopted a resolution record- 
ing the entire sympathy with the Chinese 
in their struggle to throw off the yoke of 
foreign exploitation, and condemning the 
action of those Governments which bave 
embarked upon a policy of military inter- 
vention.

HELD UP BY THE POBT

Expelled from France on account of his 
part in the recent comic opera revolt on 
the Spanish border, Colonel Garibaldi 
arrived at Folkestone last night from 
Havre. 

He was prevented by the immigration 
authorities from proceeding, as they re- 
garded him as a political) refugee, and 
were without instructions. He stayed the 
night in a local hotel. 

Interviewed by the Press Association's 
Special Correspondent, Colonel Garibaldi, 
who was accompanied by his brother, 
Monettei, said :—” I sincerely hope that 
the British Government will not stop me 
going through. It is not my intention to 
remain in England, as I have a ticket for 
Cuba, to which place I propose sailing on 
February 2. My brother was going to 
keep me company in London for two or 
three days, and then was going to return 
to Rome. 

“T cannot return to France, and if <1 
am not allowed to remain in England I 
shall be in a very awkward position.” 

Tt appears that Colonel Garibaldi has an 
Italian: passport, which is valid for all 
countries in Europe except Russia, but 
has been refused a passport for the United 
States. 

‘‘T leave my heart in France,” he said 
before he sailed, “and I hope to return 
some day when the light has been shed 
upon my true position—abroad they are 
already beginning to do me justice. I 
have been completely ruined, and I have 
been compelled to borrow money with 
which to buy my ticket.”

THE DUKE’S RECEPTION 
IN PANAMA,

: BALBAO, Wednesday. 
The loyalty of the West Indian colony at 
Panama was manifested this morning, when, 
three hours before the Duke and Duchess of 
York were due to land, a large crowd 
assembled at the quayside and gazed upon 
the Renown. | 

There was a great outburst of hand- 
clapping when Their Royal Highnesses ap- 
peared at 8.40 o'clock. 

In reply to an address of welcome from 
the British colony, the Duke said that he 
knew that, though resident in a foreign land, 
‘they were maintaining the high traditions of 
the British Empire. 

The conclusion of his remarks was followed 
by thunderous cheering. 

The Duchess of York, who looked very 
charming in a pretty pink Georgette frock, 
was —— with a bouquet in the name of 
the British colony by Lawrie Oxley, the 
five-year-old son of the Vice-Consul. 

After the Duke had inspected the coloured 
ex-Service men and the Boy Scouts, he 
motored to the boundary of the Panama Canal 
zone, escorted by a detachment of United 
States cavalry. On crossing the border into 
the State of Panama, the Duke was greeted 
by a large crowd, who applauded wildly as he 
alighted from his car poe: entered a motor car 
which had been placed at his disposal by the 
President of Panama. i 

Preceded by a force of. mounted police of 
the City of Panama, whose drawn - swords 
flashed in the sunshine, the Duke proceeded to 
the Palace, where he called on the President. 
Afterwards he visited the Governor’of the 
Canal Zone and inspected the United States 
guard of hononr. 

The Duchess spent the morning quietly 
driving about seeing the principal places of 
interest in old and new Panama. Her Royal 
Highness was often recognised and cheered.

Liberal Federation in the promotion. of 
Liberal principles throughout the country.” 
The amended resolution was agreed to 
unanimously. 

The Press Association’s Lobby Correspon- 
dent learns that there was a good deal of 
sharp criticism of the foundation of the 
Liberal Council, of which Mr. W. M. P.

States of America, the cost of living bonus, 
co-operative piece-work payments, overhead 

iece-work methods, and profit-sharing, and 

bour co-partnership. 

Professor Shields, in the course of his 
lecture, said that in the sliding scale wage 
methods it was necessary to determine the 
price base, and also to fix on some com- 
modity which would be an 
financial condition of the industry. It could 
hardly be considered equitable that wage 
rates should be raised or reduced according 
to the prices received for a certain article on 
the market without regard to the capacity 
of a firm to pay the wages of its employés. 

Cest of living bonuses were, for the most 
part, dependent oa the official cost of living 
figures in Great Britain and in Ireland. The 
weights used in the calculation of the index 
numbers were based on working-class bud- 
gets; and a comparison was made. between 
average current prices throughout the entire 
country and similar prices in Jtly, 1914, of 
different items of food, clothing, rent, fuel, 
and miscellaneous articles. 

The chief objects of profit-sharing and 
labour co-partnership were to give the em- 
ployés a more than ordinary interest in the 
success of the undertaking in which they 
were engaged, so that output. could be in- 
creased, greater care taken of equipment, ana 
a feeling of common interest in the pros- 
perity of the concern engendered by the dis- 
tribution of a share of the profits to em- 
ployés. The objections to th methods 
were that the relation between the individual 
interest and energy of the employé and the 
net periodical results of the business were 
somewhat uncertain. It was considered by 
some to be a one-sided agreement, in which 
profits, and not losses, were shared.

On Monday next the twenty-fifth annual 
general meeting of the members of the En- 
gineering and Scientific Association of Ireland 
will be held in the Physics Theatre of Univer- 
sity College,. Earlsfort terrace, Dublin, when 
the newly elected President, Mr. R. N. 
Tweedy, M.I.E.E., will deliver his presi- 
dential address, 

The report of the Council for the past year, 
which shows a membership of 150 and a satis- 
factory credit balance, states that the freedom 
irom political disturbances in the country is 
reflected in the steady working of the Associa- 
tion, The year was remarkable for the pro 
gress of the Shannon scheme, with its promise 
of ample power at moderate cost; also the 
establishment of the sugar beet industry, and. 
in a special degree, for the greater amount of 
attention paid to the development of scientific 
agriculture as the staple industry of the 
country. 

With the increase in trade which is to be 
expected from the improvement in the re- 
lationship of capital and labour, which is 
already visible, there is every prospect of in- 
ereased prosnerity, in which the members of 
the Association can reasonably expect to 
share. 

An important. experiment was made during 
the year by offering a premium of £5 to 
students in all the technical and engineering 
works in Ireland for the best paper on any 
technical subject, in which they are indivi- 
dually interested. 

Another premium of £5 was offered for com- 
petition among the members and students of 
the Association for a similar paper. 

The first premium has been named the 
**Purser”’ award in ‘honour of the founder 
and the first president of the Association; the 
second named the *‘ Porte’’ award for a 
reason which will be appreciated by all the 
members. 

The first ‘‘ Purser’’ premium paper will be 
read to the Association by the author. Mr. D. 
S. Stewart. the title being “ The Engineering 
Stndents’ Pons Asinorum.” 

Notable among the social events of the year 
participated in by the members of the As- 
sociation was the visit to the Shannon Power 
works at Limerick in September.
